Response to Amendment 

Applicant's After Final Amendment filed July 16, 2008 has been fully considered 
and entered. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 7-9 are currently pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The prior art documents submitted by applicant in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on July 16, 2008 have all been considered and made of record (note the 
attached copy of form PTO-1449). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 4, filed July 16, 2008, with respect to 
independent claims 1 and 7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. According, 
the rejections set forth in the Office action mailed on April 16, 2008 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 7-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest a method for frequency conversion, 
as defined in claim 1 , or an apparatus for frequency conversion, as defined in claim 7, 
wherein the non-linear frequency converter comprises a non-linear crystal placed within 
a common cavity in combination with the other limitations of the claims. See page 4 of 
Applicant's remarks filed July 16, 2008 and the PCT written opinion for 
PCT/IL2004/000647 for a more detailed discussion of the novelty of this feature. 
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Claims 3, 4 and 6 depend from claim 1 . Claims 8 and 9 depend from claim 7.
